SCOPE OF WORK

C.0 Definitions.  As used in this statement of work, the following terms have the meanings specified:

    C.0.1 Simulation run set," means a quantity of PRISM/FSAP (Physically Reasonable Infrared Simulation Model/ Full Spectrum Active

Protection) computer simulation runs, sufficient in number to establish a specified hit-avoidance prediction at a confidence level of at

least 80%.

     C.0.2 The PRISM software   was developed originally by KRC/MTU.  The model rights have been transferred to Thermo Analytics and GS

Engineering for continuation of model development.

     C.0.3.  "FSAP" means the Full Spectrum Active Protection version Alpha, which shall be provided to the contractor as Government-

furnished Information (GFI) for the performance period of this contract.

C.1 Objective: The overall objective of this contract is for the contractor to develop, fine-tune, and validate a hit-avoidance

prediction model that can be applied to hit-avoidance simulations and predictions for current and future combat and combat-support

ground vehicles.

C.2 Scope of Work:

The contractor shall incorporate the current version of its PRISM vehicle facetization design algorithm model into a Government-provided

copy of the FSAP system model. The contractor shall then conduct a series of Hit Avoidance simulation run sets using the temporarily

integrated PRISM/FSAP system model.  The contractor shall conduct three simulation run sets during the basic contract period of

performance.  Additional simulation run sets may be required if the option set forth in paragraph H.16 is exercised by the Contracting

Officer.
